“Where  the  Flowers,  Glaciers,  and  Furs 
Meet,”  as  his  letter  head  reads. 

Three  years  ago  he  grew  pansies  but  not 
the  Oregon  Giants.  That  summer  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  visit  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  Lloyd 
Ellis  of  Portland.

The  enclosed  picture  of 
the  party  taken  among  the  flowers  may  be 
of  interest.”
